¥e  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19^7 • The  main  items 
a3?e  summarised  as  fon.lows;- 

Population- 

There  has  been  little  or  no  increase  in  the  estimated  population 
over  the  past  few  years.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  population  of 
jfo  since  1947* 

Births 

There  was  an  increased  birth  rate  for  the  year  comparing  favourably 
with  the  national  rate. 

There  were  no  still  births.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
increased  over  the  preceding  year. 

Deaths 

The  general  death  rate  improved  over  the  preceding  year,  but  is 
still  higher  than  the  national  rate. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths.  There  was  a considerable  reduction 
in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer.  On  the  other  hand  there 
was  a small  increase  in  the  deaths  attributed  to  accidents  and  tuberculosis. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  measles,  the  District  was  almost  free  from  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  A higji  level  of  immunisation  is  maintained 
amongst  the  child  population. 

During  I968,  immunisation  against  measles  will  commence. 

Environmental  Hygiene 

Sempling  re  suit  showed  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity  of  water 
supplies,  milk  and  ice-cream. 

The  amount  of  foodstuffs  condemned  was  small,  and  no  cases  of 
food  poisoning  were  reported. 

The  housing  situation  continues  to  improve,  due  to  a prognessive 
housing  policy  of  the  Council  over  the  past  few  years. 

Progress  on  the  new  sewerage  and  disposal  system  continues  to  be 
rather  slow.  In  the  meEintime , the  efficiency  of  the  old  system  continues 
to  deteriorate .

Public  cleanfl-iiig,  refb.se  oolloction,  rodent  control,  etc.,  continue 
to  be  satisfaotery.  In  general,  a high  standard  .of  sanitation  and  hygiene 
is  mai-ntained  in  the  District.

Water  Supplies 


The  whole  of  the  Urban  Uistriot  is  coverec^  with  a piped  supply 
distributed  by  the  Pembrokeshire  Water  Board. 

The  sources  of  supply  remain  the  same  as  existed  before  the 
formation  of  the  Pembrokeshire  Water  Board,  no  further  sources  being 
added  to  the  Fishguard  area  of  the  Board’ s Undertaking.  An  adequate 
supply  was  available  throughout  the  year  and  no  restrictions  on  use  were 
called  for. 

During  the  year,  45  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  Bacteriologist  reported  the  following

Milk  Supplies 

There  are  five  main  distributors  of  milk  in  the  District.  Both 
pasteurised  and  ra.w  milk  are  available  throughout  the  area.

Ice  Cream  Supplies 

There  is  one  ice  cream  factory  in  the  District  situated  at  Tower 
Hill,  Pishguara.  This  is  a small  modem  plant  which  prepares  a complete 
cold  mix  which  is  retailed  locally. 

There  are  24  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  All 
but  three  of  these  handle  only  pre-packed  ices  from  continuous  refrigerators. 
Mobile  vans  also  serve  throughout  the  District.  Hard  ice  cream  only  is 
served. 


During  the  year  25  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.

Bake  houses 


There  are  three  bakehouses  in  the  urban  area  where  bread,  cakes 
and  confectionery  are  made.  A 11  have  oil  fired  ovens.  A satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 


Butchers  and  Meat  Purveyors 

There  are  seven  butchers  shops  in  the  District  where  home  killed 
and  imported  meat  is  sold. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  District.  All  home  killed 
meat  is  slaughter.^d  and  dressed  at  the  Public  Abbatoir,  V/itliybush,  Haver- 
fordwest, which  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District 
Council.  The  quality  of  meat  sold  in  the  District  is  of  a fairly  high 
standard  and  a hi^  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  throu^out. 

The  butchers  prepare  a limited  quantity  of  minced  meat  to  customers  require 
ments. 


Retail  Pood  Stores 

0?here  are  25  grocery  and  general  food  stores  in  the  urban  area. 

All  these  premises  are  adequately  equipped  with  facilities  for  keeping  food 
in  a wholesome  condition.  Sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
are  adequate  and  the  general  standard  of  clep.nliness  is  satisfactory. 


Catering  Establishments 

There  are  I9  establishments  where  light  meals  are  served.  These 
are  in  the  main  small  family  businesses.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  level. 


Public  Houses  and  Dioensed  Premises 


There  are  18  licensed  premises  and  5 registered  clubs  in  the  urban 
district.  These  are  mostly  small  houses.  The  general  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  these  houses  is  satisfactory. 

There  are  three  off -licenced  premises  also  in  the  District.

Rodent  Control 


Rodent  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  a part-time  Rodent  Operative 
During  the  year  53  infestations  were  dealt  with. 

Business  premises  and  private  dwellings  are  treated  by  use  of  a 
Warfarin  treated  oatmeal. 
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The  sewers  and  open  spaces  are  pre-baited  with  bread  mash  and 
sausage  rusk  followed  by  arsemc  or  zinc  phosphide  treated  bait. 

There  were  no  major  infestations  during  the  year. 


Public  Conveniences 


There  are  5 a-11  purpose  public  conveniences  in  the  area  situated

The  conveniences  on  the  Promenade,  Goodwick  and  the  Quay,  Lower 
Fishguard  are  closed  during  the  winter  months. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection 

The  main  shopping  centre  is  swept  daily  and  streets  off  the  main 
road  are  swept  at  frequent  intervals.  Litter  baskets  are  conveniently 
situated  throughout  the  district. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  all  dwellings  in 
the  area.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  business  premises 
in  addition  to  the  normal  refuse  collection.  A small  charge  is  made 
to  traders  regarding  this  extra  service. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the  moorland  adjoining 
?fem  Road,  Goodwick.  To  minimise  nuisance  from  this  form  of  disposal, 
builders'  spoil,  earth  from  roadworks  and  excavations,  and  brickworks 
spoil  is  used  as  a surface  dressing.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  majority  of  dwellings  in  the  Fishguard  and  Goodwick  area  are 
connected  to  the  main  sewer  system.  Disposal  of  sewage  is  by  the 
discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  the  sea. 

There  are  three  main  outfalls  situated  as  follows 
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(1)  The  Slade,  Pishgaard 

(2)  Ogof  Martha,  Fishguard 

(5)  Harbour  Extension,  Goodwick 

The  Council  has  instructed  Messrs.  Ward,  Ashcroft  and  Parkroan, 
Civil  Engineers,  to  prepare  a scheme  for  sewage  disposal  suitable  and 
sufficient  for  the  area.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
preparing  proposals  for  a nevir  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  submission  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


Tlie  department  was  not  called  upon  to  disinfect  any  premises 
during  the  year. 

Three  infestations  of  ants  and  cockroaches  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year.

One  modem  fully  equipped  mortuary  is  situated  in  Peidr  Castell, 
Hi^  Street,  Fishguard,  and  serves  part  of  the  adjoining  authorities. 


Elderly  Persons  Idving  Alone 

There  is  a large  number  of  elderly  persons  living  alone  in  the 
District, 

All  of  these  persons  are  capable  of  looking  after  themselves. 
Hear  relatives  or  nei^bours  make  frequent  visits  to  them.  An  active 
Senior  Citizens  Committee  in  Fishguard  and  Goodwick  keep  the  welfare  of 
this  section  of  the  community  very  much  in  the  public  mind.

The  retail  shops  in  the  area  are  mainly  family  businesses  with 
living  quarters  at  the  rear  and  over.  All  these  premises  are  connected 
to  the  mains  water  supply  and  public  sewer  system  and  have  all  the  usual 
domestic  amenities,  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities. 

There  are  12  premises  in  the  District  used  solely  for  office 
purposes.  These  are  mostly  large  houses  converted  into  offices  and  have 
the  usual  domestic  sanitary  facilities. 

The  standard  of  lifting  from  a natural  point  of  view  is  not 
altogether  of  the  high  standard  required  for  office  work,  but  vd.th 
artificial  lifting  a satisfactory  standard  is  achieved. 

One  application  for  a Grant  of  Extension  of  Exemption  under  Section 
46  of  the  Act  was  received  and  granted  in  respect  of  the  temporary  building 
used  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  vehicles  through  Fishguard  Harbour.

Port  Activities 


Fishguard  Karhour  remains  in  the  control  of  the  British  Railways 
Board  and  the  na'ture  of  the  traffic  passing  throu^i  remains  the  same  as  in 
previous  years. 


Passenger  Traffic 

Passenger  traffic  to  and  From  Ireland  is  heavy  durii.g  the  summer 
months  and  continues  on  a moderate  scale  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  normally  three  sailings  each  week  between  Cork  and 
Fishguard,  and  three  sailings  between  Rosslare  and  Fishguard. 

During  the  summer  months  the  sailings  between  Rosslare  and  Fishguard 
are  increased  to  cope  with  the  tourist  trade,  Dri've  On  and  Off  facilities 
are  available  on  these  sailings.  The  number  of  passengers  passing  through 
the  Port  during  the  year  19^7  was  376,441*  The  number  of  oars  passing

All  animals  are  fed,  watered  and  rested  on  arrival  at  the  port, 
and  s-abjected  to  inspection  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  and  no  animal  leaves  unless,  or  until, 
it  is  fit  to  trave] « 

Injured  animals  and  those  found  to  be  unfit  to  travel  within  a 
reasonable  time  are  slaughtered  in  the  slaughterhouse  at  the  lairages 
and  the  carcase  inspected  as  to  its  fitness  for  human  consumution  before 
removal.  During  the  year  fifteen  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  Port,

Water  Supplies 

The  source  of  supply  still  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  no 
shortage  was  experienced  during  the  year.  Samples  are  checked  daily  at 
the  purification  plant  at  the  harbour,  and  quarterly  samples  are  taken  by 
the  British  Railways  Board  scientific  department  and  conveyed  to  the 
Research  Department,  Swindon,  for  detailed  examination. 

During  the  year  I6  samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be  of  a satis- 
factory drinking  water  quality. 

Rodent  Control  of  the  Port 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  harbour  by  the  Rodent  Operators  of 
the  British  Railways  Board.  The  Quay,  li/harves  and  Sheds  are  inspected 
and  treated  as  required. 


Inspection  of  Ships 

The  ships  using  the  Port  are  periodically  inspected  Tdien  particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  crews  quarters  and  galley.  The  crews  quarters 
and  food  supplies  are  also  subjected  to  inspection  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Transport. 

A high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  throu^out  the  ships. 
Twenty  sis  inspections  of  the  ships  were  made  during  the  year. 
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Rodent  Control  of  the  Ships 


There  are  no  facilitlos  for  tte  de-ratting  of  ships  at  Fishguard. 

The  ships  regularly  plying  from  the  Port  are  inspected  every 
four  months  and  v/here  found  free  of  pests  are  issued  with  Rodent  Control 
Exemption  Certificates.  During  the  year,  6 Rodent  Exemption  Certificates 
were  issued. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  the  harbour  by  the 
Council’s  refuse  collection  department. 

Refuse  from  the  ships  which  can  be  disposed  of  by  burning  is 
brought  ashore  and  disposed  of  by  incineration,  together  with  the 
bedding  and  other  refuse  from  the  lairages. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  dumping  of  refuse  into  the  harbour 
and  refuse  disposal  points  are  placed  at  convenient  points  on  the  docks. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Harbour- 
master to  refuse  in  the  tide  during  the  year. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Sewage  is  discharged  into  the  sea  from  an  outfall  at  tlie  Harbour 
extension.  No  complaints  have  been  received  as  a res-’ult  of  this  practice.
